It  is  an  unspeakably  wonderful  experience  for  any  minister  to  come  to  a  historical  church  like  First  United 
Methodist  Church  of  Wadesboro,  North  Carolina,  which  has  been  graced  by  so  many  able  and  devoted  Christian  men 
and  women,  both  lay  members  and  clergy.  Many  dreams  and  life  changing  experiences  have  taken  place  here. 
Because  of  all  "the  saints"  who  have  gone  before  us,  we  worship  at  First  Church  today.  We  know  our  heritage. 

Two  hundred  years!  That  is  a  long  time  to  be  in  the  work  of  the  Lord.  The  President  of  the  United  States  in 
1790,  when  First  Church  was  organized,  was  George  Washington.  Francis  Asbury,  a  Methodist  circuit  rider  at  that 
time,  came  to  Anson  County,  preached,  and  started  a  church.  We  would  like  to  think  that,  directly  or  indirectly,  he 
influenced  some  of  our  former  members  who  were  present  to  hear  him  preach,  to  organize  First  Church. 

We,  at  First  United  Methodist  Church,  have  a  meaningful  heritage.  As  we  look  back  to  our  beginnings  from 
1790,  we  see  there  has  been  a  spirit  of  adventure.  We  have  achieved  many  great  amd  unbelievable  goals.  For 
example,  the  Christian  commitments  that  have  gone  into  our  present  buildings  in  hard  work  and  sacrifices  show  our 
adventurous  spirit. 

You,  the  people  of  this  church,  have  been  "the  parent"  of,  at  least,  six  persons  who  have  gone  into  the 
ministry  of  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  during  the  past  forty  years.  No  telling  how  many  others  from  our  church  have 
heard  "the  call"  over  the  two  hundred  years.  The  examples  that  Tex  Ledbetter  and  Wesley  Men's  Bible  classes  have 
set  exhibit  excellent  proof  of  how  Christian  lives  have  had  an  impact  upon  persons  who  have  been  a  part  of  this 
church.  These  classes,  as  a  body,  have  been  faithful  in  worship,  stewardship  of  time,  talent  and  money,  and 
dependent  in  all  the  activities  of  the  church's  life.  Not  only  these  persons,  but  each  of  you  have  influenced  the  other 
to  live  Christian  lives.  Commitment  in  good  times  and  hard  times  is  what  has  brought  us  to  this  point.  This  did  not 
happen  by  chance  or  overnight,  but  by  deliberate  efforts  of  lifting  up  the  Christian  gospel  by  parents,  teachers,  and 
ministers. 

Besides  the  production  of  this  history/directory,  we  have  invited  former  ministers,  of  which  two  have  been 
elected  bishops  of  the  United  Methodist  Church,  to  come  celebrate  with  us.  Many  will  share  their  moments  of  faith. 
Some,  because  of  ill  health,  have  shared  memories,  bits  of  information  that  have  been  hidden  away,  and  items  of 
value  to  you  and  us. 

Some  of  those  who  honored  us  with  their  presence  were  the  Bishop  of  The  Western  North  Carolina 
Conference  of  The  United  Methodist  Church,  L.  Bevel  Jones,  III;  the  Reverends  Bill  E.  Bass,  Ernest  D.  Page,  James 
B.  Long,  Jr.,  Richard  Covington,  Horace  R.  McSwain,  E.  Paul  Hamilton,  C.  Harley  Dickson,  David  M.  Rorie,  Randy  H. 
Tarlton,  and  Glenn  S.  Griffiths.  There  was  a  day  in  October  of  this  year  that  we  told  our  heritage  in  drama,  personal 
testimonies,  and  the  written  word.  We  commissioned  a  special  bicentennial  anthem,  which  was  presented  in  a 
January  worship  service  with  its  author,  Dr.  Richard  Brewer,  being  present  for  the  occasion.  This  will  be  a  year  to 
remember! 

We  will  remember  because  we  have  remembered  and  renewed  our  faith  through  the  fellowship  of  believers 
during  these  events.  The  bringing  together  of  fellow  strugglers  in  the  faith  of  Jesus  Christ  and  His  church,  and 
dreaming  of  the  future  is  a  part  of  our  strength  for  now. 

To  know  one's  history  is  to  be  driven  toward  a  better  future.  This  truth  came  to  me  while  I  was  studying 
American  history  at  Wofford  College.  I  continue  to  hold  to  its  validity.  This  is  true  in  the  life  of  the  Church.  Our 
heritage  does  dictate  our  future.  The  lessons  we  learn  from  the  past  give  us  the  inspiration  to  improve  the  present 
moments.  If  we  do  not  know  nor  care  to  know  where  we  have  been,  our  future  will  have  no  meaning.  The  only  faith 
which  will  stand  the  test  of  time  is  the  faith  which  time,  itself,  is  permitted  to  modify  and  adapt  to  new  and  enriching 
experiences  and  achievements.  This  includes  our  commitment  to  our  lives  and  the  lives  of  future  generations  at  First 
Church. 

We  have  worked  diligently  to  bring  to  your  remembrance  some  of  our  heritage  in  stories  and  pictures.  There 
was  so  much  more  to  tell,  but,  due  to  space,  time,  and  cost,  we  were  only  able  to  top  the  mountains.  We  hope  to 
strengthen  your  heritage  as  a  member  of  First  United  Methodist  Church,  and  offer  you  a  challenge  for  our  future, 
which  you  will  find  at  the  closing  of  this  book. .  .

The  cost  of  commissioning  the  anthem  came  from  the  proceeds  of  O.  McRae  Covington's 
bequest  to  the  church.  The  world  premiere  was  Sunday,  January  21,  1990,  the  official 
opening  service  of  the  Bicentennial  celebration.  The  composer,  Dr.  Richard  H.  Brewer, 
of  Vista,  California,  was  present  for  the  premiere  of  the  anthem. 
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The  Chancel  Window  . . .  located  in  the  1961  church. 
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Tie  Good  Shepherd  Window  from  the  1S91  church  . . .  now  located  in  the  Nsrthex. 
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In  1748,  while  North  Carolina  was  still  a  Province  of  the  British  Crown,  Anson  County  was 
formed.  It  was  named  for  Lord  George  Anson,  an  English  Admiral,  who  was  sent  to  protect  the 
Carolinas'  coast  from  pirates  and  Spanish  raiders  between  1723  and  1735.  The  lands  in  Anson 
County  were  designated  by  Royal  Sanction  as  St.  George's  and  St.  Luke's  parishes  of  the  Church 
of  England.  The  first  deed  for  church  property  in  Anson  County  was  given  in  1753  to  a 
Presbyterian  congregation  in  what  is  now  known  as  Rowan  County.  Other  religious  groups  came 
during  the  late  eighteenth  century.  Methodism  first  reached  the  county  in  1775  when  a  church, 
known  as  Jackson's,  was  organized  closed  to  the  old  -    - 

courthouse  on  Ingram  level,  near  the  Pee  Dee  River. 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church  was  officially  organized  in 
Baltimore  at  the  Christmas  Conference  of  1784. 


Anson's  first  courthouse,  erected 
inl755at  Mount  Pleasant  near  what 
is  now  Blewett  Falls,  was  sold  to  be 
used  for  a  church  after  the  county 
had  been  divided.  In  1785,  a  log 
courthouse,  built  on  the  brow  of  a 
hill,  was  designed  with  arches  so 
that  wagons  could  pass  beneath  it. 
After  the  Anson  County  Courthouse 
was  moved  to  Wadesboro  in  1 787,  a  Meth- 
odist Church  was  organized  here,  beneath 
these  arches,  by  a  young  Reverend  Beverly 
Allen.  He  had  been  ordained  at  the  first 


Methodist  Episcopal  Annual  Conference  held  in  America  at  Louisburg, 
N.C.  The  First  United  Methodist  Church  of  Wadesboro  has  an  official 
organizational  date  of  1790.  This  information  is  supported  by  the 
January  18,  1801  journal  entry  of  Bishop  Asbury's  which  stated: 

We  came  to  Wadesboro  after  a  court  week.  We  held  our 
meeting  underneath  the  court  house  beneath  the  arches. 
We  had  a  most  delightful  day.  Bishop  Whatcoat  spoke 
with  great  ingenuity  and  authority  upon  the  wages  of 
sin  is  death,  but  the  gift  of  God  is  eternal  life.  My  subject 
was  Luke  18:27.  We  lodged  at  I.  Cash's. 

The  Conference  minutes  of  1818  show  a  membership  of  54,  with  the 
second  quarter  collection  amounting  to  $11.50.

While  the  old  court  house  was  used  until  1830,  the 
first  recorded  deed  for  property  of  the  Wadesboro 
Methodist  Church  was  entered  in  1832  for  a  lot  on 
Salisbury  Street,  occupied  at  one  time  by  Crawford's 
Used  Cars.  This  lot  was  occupied  by  the  late  Sebe  Ben- 
ton and  adjoined  the  old  Billy  Patrick  home.  One  re- 
port states  that  the  building  was  crude  and  unpreten- 
tious, but  was  remodeled  about  40  years  later.

The  bell,  removed  from  the 

church  razed  in  1959,  is  dated 

1870  and  was  brought  from  the 

Salisbury  Street  building.  This  is 

the  same  bell  that  exists  in  our 

steeple  today.  j 
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There  were  eight  graves  in  the  old 
church  yard  where  preachers  and  their 
wives  were  buried.  These  bodies  were  later 
removed  to  Eastview  Cemetery.  The  lot 
was  sold  to  Mr.  C.  S.  Wheeler  and  the  old 
church  sold  to  the  late  J.  W.  Odom. 
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In  1850,  our  church  served  as  host  church  to  the 
South  Carolina  Annual  Conference,  which  encom- 
passed part  of  Mecklenburg  County  and  Virginia. 
Because  the  church  was  not  large  enough  to  seat 
the  delegates,  the  conference  was  held  in  the  up- 
stairs of  the  old  Masonic  Building.  Fourteen  of 
these  members  present  were  entertained  by  Mr. 
James  Plunkett,  grandfather  of  Misses  Bessie, 
Jennie  Doak  and  Mary  Plunkett.  One  of  the  preach- 
ers present  at  this  conference  was  the  father  of 
Bishop  Kilgo,  who  joined  the  Conference  at  this 
time.

1834  -  Wadesboro  Circuit  is  listed  in  minutes. 

1853  -  Listed  in  Wadesboro  Station,  Georgetown  District,  S.  C.  Conference. 

1854  -  Listed  in  Charlotte  District. 

1859  -  1870  -  Listed  in  Wadesboro  District,  still  in  S.  C.  Conference. 
1866  -  1871  -  Wadesboro  Station  and  Circuit  were  combined. 

1871  -  Listed  in  Charlotte  District,  NORTH  CAROLINA  CONFERENCE. 

1872  -  Wadesboro  and  Bethel  listed  together;  then,  Wadesboro  became  a 

station  and  remained  one. 


KILWINNING  MASONIC  BUILDING 


The  First  United  Methodist  Church  has  had  membership  in  at  least  three 
annual  conferences.  We  do  not  know  what  the  first  annual  conference  name  may 
have  been.  We  only  know  that  the  first  annual  conference  mentioned  in  the 
records  was  South  Carolina  and  the  district  was  the  Camden  District  in  the  year 
1801.  In  1871,  Wadesboro  Church  was  listed  in  the  Charlotte  District  of  the  North 
Carolina  Annual  Conference.  The  Western  North  Carolina  Conference  was 
organized  in  1890  and  is  celebrating  its  centennial  this  year.  At  that  time,  we 
were  assigned  to  the  Charlotte  District.  It  was  in  1960  that  the  Albemarle 
District,  which  included  Anson,  Stanly,  and  Union  Counties  was  organized.  First 
United  Methodist  Church  was  a  part  of  this  district  and  has  remained  in  it  to  this 
date. 

The  districts  that  First  Church  has  belonged  during  its  history  are:  South 
Carolina,  Camden,  Catawba,  Lincolnton,  Georgetown,  Wadesboro,  Charlotte, 
and  Albemarle. 


If  you  are  interested  in  more  details,  First  Church  has  some  old  records  and 
other  records  may  be  found  at  the  SEJ  Heritage  Center,  Lake  Junaluska 
Assembly  Grounds,  Lake  Junaluska,  North  Carolina. 


Parsonage 


The  first  parsonage  lot  deed,  lot 
No.  72,  was  recorded  to  Samuel 
Spencer  in  1853  and  located  on 
the  corner  of  Rutherford  and 
Martin  Streets.  The  next  par- 
sonage lot,  located  on  the  east 
side  of  South  Greene  Street,  was 
purchased  in  1875,  and  a  house 
built  there  soon  afterwards.  (See 
photo  at  left)  This  lot  is  now  oc- 
cupied by  The  Anson  Savings 
and  Loan  Association.  This  old 
parsonage  was  removed  in  1907 
and  re-erected  on  the  Chester- 
field Road.

As  Wadesboro  grew,  First 
United  Methodist  broadened  to 
better  serve  the  spiritual  life  of 
the  community.  In  1907,  the 
Conference  journal  reported  a 
membership  of  346  for  First 
United  Methodist,  increasing 
to  421  in  1908.  The  need  for  ad- 
ditional space  for  an  expanding 
Sunday  School  was  met  in  1912 
with  plans  for  a  new  education- 
al building.  Completed  the  fol- 
lowing year,  the  building  cost 
$6,700.00. 

The  next  expansion  came  in 
1946  when  the  Beachum  home 
was  purchased  by  several 
members  of  the  congregation 
for  $6,000.00  and  given  to  the 
church  for  additional  class- 
rooms and  extension  of  the 
church  lot.  The  corn  mill  lot  on 
East  Morgan  Street,  adjacent 
to  the  Beachum  property  was 
also  purchased  in  1946  by  W.  B. 
Moore  and  presented  to  the 
church  for  the  purpose  of  ad- 
ding more  area  to  our  grounds. 
By  1949,  the  old  parsonage  was 
converted  into  a  fellowship 
hall  and  classrooms.

Wadesboro  Method- 
ist continued  to  in- 
crease its  member- 
ship and  served  as 
the  center  of  Anson 
County  Methodism. 
In  1883,  our  forefathers,  to  provide  more  adequate  facilities,  selected  and  purchased 
a  desirable  location  on  the  corner  of  Morgan  and  Greene  Streets  known  as  the  Buck 
Tavern  lot.  This  lot  is  now  part  of  our  present  property.  They  made  plans  for  building 
a  new  church.  A  fund-raising  drive  for  this  new  church  building,  called  "Buy  a 
Brick,"  was  led  by  the  young  people  of  the  church  in  1888-89.  In  1891,  the  cornerstone 
for  this  church  was  laid.  This  cornerstone,  which  is  presently  located  in  our  sunken 
garden,  is  surrounded  by  the  bricks  from  this  1891  church.  The  brass  rails  that  adorn 
the  steps  in  that  garden  also  come  from  this  old  church.  These  rails  were  originally 
donated  by  the  Plunkett  sisters  in  memory  of  their  parents.  The  church  was  quite 
a  showplace  for  a  town  the  size  of  Wadesboro,  and  people  came  from  many  parts  to 
see  and  inspect  this  magnificent  building  with  a  tall  steeple,  spacious  auditorium, 
and  beautiful  stained- 
glass  windows.  A 
proud  congregation 
moved  into  this  build- 
ing in  1892.

A  tithing  program  was  sug- 
several  other  plans  took  the  forefront  of  the  conversation.  When 
these  plans  seemed  to  have  the  drive  and  enthusiasm  needed  for 
the  tithing  program  was  again  introduced  into  the  discussion.  A 
made  for  every  member  present  who  would  give  a  tithe  for  three 
support  of  this  fund  to  stand.  Every  person  there  stood.  The 
educational  building  was  destined  to  become  a  reality  in  a  very 
short  time. 


The  Building  Committee  rec- 
ommended Charles  N.  Robinson 
to  design  the  building.  After  vis- 
iting other  churches  for  ideas 
and  adjusting  sketches,  working 
plans  were  completed  and  ap- 
proved by  the  congregation.  The 
Beachum  house  was  razed  and 
the  new  building  started  in  July, 
1952.  On  July  12, 1953,  this  17,000 
square  foot  building,  costing 
nearly  $200,000.00  for  expendi- 
tures and  equipment,  was  ready 
for  occupancy.  Bishop  Costen  J. 
Harrell  dedicated  the  new  Edu- 
cational Building  on  March  26, 
1954,  less  than  three  years  after 
the  solemn  pledge  made  by  the 
members  of  the  official  board. 


The  spark  of  desire  to  complete  the  building  program  with 
a  new  sanctuary  and  additional  classrooms  continued  to  stay 
in  the  hearts  of  the  members  at  First  Methodist.  In  1956,  this 
spark  was  lighted  with  the  decision  to  proceed. 

Dr.  Forrest  D.  Hedden,  a  representative  of  the  Department 
of  Finance  and  Field  Service,  Division  of  National  Missions  of 
The  Methodist  Church,  Philadelphia,  Pennsylvania,  was  ap- 
proached for  a  method  of  fund  raising.  At  his  suggestion,  a  drive 
committee  with  Robert  Huntley  and  Charles  Little  as  co-chair- 
men, set  the  goal  of  $176,000.00  to  be  paid  in  three  years.  The 
final  drive,  made  in  September  of  1957,  successfully  allotted 
$180,000.00  in  pledges. 

Charles  N.  Robinson  was  again  hired  to  design  the  building. 
After  twelve  months  of  visiting  other  churches  and  planning, 
the  building  committee  presented  the  plans  for  a  17,000  square 
foot  dwelling  to  the  congregation  for  approval. 

Final  services  were  held  in  the  old  sanctuary  on  April  6, 1959. 
This  sixty-five  year  old  building  was  toppled  to  make  room  for 
the  new  sanctuary.  Temporary  facilities  for  worship  were  set 
up  in  the  Fellowship  Hall.  The  ground-breaking  ceremony  for 
the  new  sanctuary  was  conducted  by  Bishop  Nolan  B.  Harmon 
on  July  26,  1959,  with  the  contract  to  build  awarded  two  days 
later.  Completed  in  the  fall  of  1960,  this  majestic  tower  of  Colo- 
nial brick  cost  $300,000.00.  This  amount  -  the  additional  expense 
having  met  the  approval  of  the  congregation  -  included  the 
building,  engineering,  architect  fees,  stained  glass  window, 
chancel  furniture,  pews,  light  fixtures  and  new  organ.

In  the  fall  of  1986,  plans  for  the  total  reno- 
vation of  all  the  church's  facilities  got  under- 
way. A  goal  of  $100,000.00  was  set  by  the 
Trustees  for  improvements  such  as  painting 
the  sanctuary,  paving  the  parking  lot,  updat- 
ing the  lighting  and  electrical  system,  pur- 
chasing a  new  microphone  system,  applying 
storm  windows,  renovating  the  playground 
and  many  more  much-needed  repairs.  The 
Trustees,  after  extensive  research  and  study, 
presented  their  plan  to  the  Administrative 
Board  in  January  of  1987,  which  was  ap- 
proved. In  April  of  1987,  a  kick-off  banquet 
set  the  tone  for  Operation  Renovation. 
Pledges  amounting  to  $72,000.00  were  made 
at  this  dinner,  followed  by  indi- 

vidual contacts  that  completed 
the  needed  goal  of  $100,000.00.

Music  has  always  played  an  important  part  in  the  ministry  of  the  Methodist  Church.  John  Wesley 
published  a  hymnal,  Sacred  Melody,  in  1761,  in  which  he  presented  his  "Directions  for  Singing."  The 
first  "official"  hymnal  was  A  Collection  of  Hymns  for  the  People  Called  Methodist,  published  in  Lon- 
don in  1780.  From  that  time  on,  we  have  been  known  as  the  "singing  Methodists." 

Our  local  church  has  a  rich  tradition  of  music.  We  know  very  little  about  music  in  the  Salisbury 
Street  church;  we  can  only  assume  that  singing  did  occur.  Perhaps  there  was  a  song  leader  who  "lined 
out"  the  hymns,  or  there  may  have  been  a  choir,  with  organ  accompaniment. 

After  the  1891  church  was  built,  music  continued  to  be  an  important  part  of  the  life  of  the  church. 
Some  of  our  older  members  remember  a  pipe  organ  that  stood  on  the  main  floor  of  the  sanctuary. 
That  organ  was  replaced  by  an  Estey  pipe  organ,  purchased  in  1920  for  the  then  exorbitant  sum  of 
$3,300.00.  In  order  to  accommodate  the  new  organ,  an  addition  to  the  church  had  to  be  built  behind 
the  choir  loft.  The  Estey  organ  served  faithfully  until  the  church  was  torn  down  in  1959. 

After  the  new  sanctuary  was  completed,  our  music  was  provided  by  an  electronic  organ  for  a  few 
years.  In  1965,  we  returned  to  the  pipe  organ  tradition  with  the  installation  of  a  22-rank  Moller  pipe 
organ,  the  gift  of  the  family  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Henry  W.  Little.  Organs  in  the  Chapel  have  included 
a  Baldwin  electronic  organ,  given  by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  T.  C.  Coxe,  and  a  Rodgers  pipe/electronic  organ, 
dedicated  in  1985.  The  Rodgers  organ  was  the  gift  of  the  family  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Paul  J.  Kiker,  Sr. 
and  from  the  bequests  of  Mrs.  Adam  Lockhart  and  the  James  W.  Plunkett  family. 

Choral  organizations  in  the  church  include  a  very  active  Chancel  Choir,  Children's  Choir,  and  a 
youth  music  and  activities  group,  "Joyful  Noise."  In  addition,  handbells  are  played  by  adult  and  youth 
groups. 

On  Christmas  Eve,  1988,  we  began  a  campaign  to  purchase  The  United  Methodist  Hymnal.  Over 
600  hymnals  were  given  in  memory  or  honor  of  different  individuals.  These  were  dedicated  on  July 
30,  1989. 

As  we  enter  our  third  century,  music  will  undoubtedly  continue  to  play  a  vital  part  of  our  ministry, 
as  we  continue  our  tradition  of  being  "singing  United  Methodists."

Organizationally,  United  Methodist  Women  is  the  successor  to 
the  home  and  foreign  missionary  societies,  the  ladies  aide,  parson- 
age societies,  woman's  missionary  societies,  woman's  auxiliaries, 
Wesleyan  service  guilds,  and  woman's  societies  of  Christian  service 
of  the  seven  predecessor  denominations  now  comprising  The  United 
Methodist  Church.  UMW  is  those  same  groups  in  each  congregation 
organized  for  mission.  Local  units  relate  directly  to  district  and  con- 
ference organizations  of  United  Methodist  Women  and  to  the  Wom- 
an's Division  of  the  General  Board  of  Global  Ministries. 

A  Centennial  Era  as  United  Methodist  Women,  which  commemo- 
rated 100  years  of  women's  organizations  in  Methodism,  was  cele- 
brated from  April,  1983  through  April,  1986.  A  history  of  our  local 
UMW  traces  our  women's  involvement  in  missions  for  75  of  those 
first  100  years  of  Methodism  in  America.  We  are  continuing  in  this 
tradition.

DID  YOU  KNOW 
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•      • 


«...  that  in  the  olden  days,  Friday  was  considered  "Fast  Day"  followed  by  "Love 
Feast"  on  Sunday  morning  in  our  church? 

«...  that  while  First  Methodist  was  part  of  a  circuit,  it  was  a  custom  to  have 
both  a  junior  and  senior  preacher,  with  the  salary  of  the  junior  preacher 
amounting  to  $150.00? 

«...  that  after  a  usual  Sunday  morning  service,  class  meetings  were  held  for 
the  purpose  of  allowing  class  leaders  to  examine  anyone  who  might  be  ques- 
tionable in  regard  to  their  spiritual  life?  No  member  was  allowed  to  dance, 
go  to  a  circus,  or  wear  flowers  on  their  bonnets  or  frills  on  their  skirts.  "Mrs. 
Fannie  Coppedge  McCormick,  a  saintly  member  of  the  Methodist  Church  at 
Wadesboro  . . .  was  brought  before  the  church  class  meeting  for  having  frills 
on  her  dress  when  she  was  a  girl." 

«...  that  Yankee  soldiers  made  one  of  our  fine  preachers,  Mr.  H.  C.  Parsons, 
ride  a  mule  with  no  saddle  six  miles  to  his  plantation  to  get  his  silverware  and 
other  valuables  for  them  during  the  Civil  War?  Not  being  very  strong,  Mr.  Par- 
sons died  soon  after  this. 

«...  that  the  location  of  our  present  church  was  once  used  for  a  hotel  operated 
by  Joseph  Sullivan,  grandfather  of  Miss  Bessie  Plunkett? 

«...  that,  in  1787,  Beverly  Allen,  a  Methodist  minister  sent  to  Georgia  to  preach, 
stopped  in  Anson  County  and  wrote  to  John  Wesley  that  hundreds  of  people 
flocked  to  hear  the  "Word  of  the  Lord?" 

• . . .  that  our  sanctuary  will  seat  600  people  and  contains  48  pews? 

«...  that  the  cross  on  top  of  the  steeple  is  an  8  foot  satin  aluminum  structure 
and  that  the  steeple  itself  towers  130  feet  into  the  sky? 

«...  that  the  following  names  are  written  on  the  topmost  level  -  115  feet  above 
ground  level  -  of  our  church  steeple,  just  below  spire:  George  Pendleton,  Jan 
Miller,  Billy  Bass,  Reeves  Fowler,  Fred  Sparger,  and  Danny  Ellis? 

. . .  that  Mrs.  Bessie  Little  was  present  for  the  1892  dedication  of  the  old  church 
which  used  to  be  on  the  corner,  and  for  the  1966  dedication  of  the  new  sanctu- 
ary (our  present  sanctuary)? 

«...  that  former  ministers,  Paul  Hardin,  Jr.  and  Ken  Goodson,  were  later  elect- 
ed Bishops  of  the  United  Methodist  Church.

GRACE  METHODIST  CHURCH 
(GRACE  SENIOR  CENTER) 

Grace  Methodist  Church,  organized  on  July  12,  1953,  under  the 
consultation  of  Reverend  Walter  L.  Lanier,  provided  South  Wades- 
boro  with  a  Methodist  church  and  Sunday  school.  In  1960,  this  con- 
gregation was  provided  with  a  new  brick  church  constructed  on 
Chesterfield  Road,  using  stained  glass  windows  and  pews  from  the 
1891  First  Methodist  Church  razed  in  1959.  In  1980,  this  church 
closed  and  became  known  as  the  Grace  Senior  Center. 


HANNA  CHAPEL

We  must  feel  that  every  person  belongs  to  the  church  and  can  experience  the  love 
and  salvation  of  Jesus  Christ.  It  is  our  privilege  to  have  a  good  foundation  of  funds, 
and  we  should  never  lose  sight  of  being  mission-minded  stewards  of  this  and  all  other 
resources. 

This  Church  is  in  an  excellent  position  to  do  great  things  for  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ 
and  His  Church.  Therefore,  I  leave  this  question  with  you,  "Are  you  the  committed 
Christian  Churchperson  that  you  can  be?" 

The  prayer  on  the  back  of  this  history/directory,  which  we  have  prayed  throughout 
the  year,  came  to  me  while  at  an  Administrative  Board  and  Council  on  Ministries 
retreat  two  years  ago.  We  were  just  beginning  to  plan  for  this  bicentennial  year.  In 
January  of  this  year,  we  began  using  this  prayer  in  our  services.  Someone  said  to 
me  that  the  simplicity  of  it  made  it  profound.  Maybe  so.  The  history  committee  wants 
us  to  continue  to  pray  . . .
